Shortly after last year’s election,

This inspired Honolulu software 
developer Mike Morton to use his com- 
| puter program Ars Magna to create 50 
| more anagrams of the phrase. He sent 
them in to the show's producer, who 
| arranged for him to be interviewed on 
_ the air. “One of the best,” he says, “was 
‘No truth served by media’—but the 
interviewer didn’t think to mention that 
one.” 


Morton got interested in anagrams 
in 1982, while working in an academic 
computer center. “There was a lot of

Solomon Stone, the midget lightning-calculator, was an overachiev- 
"er. In 1867phe child, recently arrived from Austria, was admitted to 
a New Yotk Héspital, where it was quickly discovered that he had an 
‘unusual meMory. While still a boy, he put his prodigious talent to 
“use as a surgeon’s orderly and he developed his computational skills. 
‘Barely in his teens, Stone debuted as a stage performer in George 
Bunnell’ s New American Museum. He did rapid calculations, mem- 
ory stunts, and cube root extractions, 
and he could instantly name the day of 
the week for any date, past, present, or 
future, suggested by the audience. His 
diminutive size complemented his 
impressive repertoire. 

Sol Stone was a child prodigy. I am 
not fond of children. I am willing to 
admit, however, that some of them are 
too remarkable to ignore. To see young- 
sters do instant mathematical calcula- 
tions, exhibit prodigious memories, and 
play musical instruments. it normally 
takes years to learn is to be humbled by 
the capability of the human mind. The 
following are stories of a few of these 
extraordinary individuals with remark- 
able performing skills. 

William Crotch began his career at 
the age of two. Billed variously as “The 
Musical Phenomenon,” “The Infant 
Musician,” and “The Musical Child,” he 
gave recitals on a small organ construct- 
ed by his father. He also played the vio- 
lin, holding it between his legs as if it 
were a cello. He had what musicians call 
perfect pitch—the ability to tell what 
note is being played—but so finely tuned 
that he could distinguish quarter tones. 
In 1779, when he launched a career as a 
concert artist in London and played for 
the royal family, he had just turned 
three. 

Practically ancient by comparison, 
seven-year-old Willie Hoppe and his 
older brother Frank began a series of exhi- 
bition pool matches in 1895. Willie was 
so small-he had to execute most of his 
hots lying on the table or standing on a crate. At nine, when he 
demonstrated his skills at Princeton, professors noted that he had a 
“sub-conscious mathematical brain that could calculate angles instinc- 
-tively without measuring with the eye from various positions.” By the 

time he was 18, Willie Hoppe was the billiards champion of the world. 
-= Another game changed the life of Thea Alba. One day in 
1920, some children, students at a Vienna drama school, were chal- 
-lenging each other to perform a popular coordination trick: moving 
‘the right foot in a smooth circle counterclockwise while writing the 
figure three repeatedly with the right hand. Only Thea was able to 
doit, and she did it effortlessly. Watching the children on that par- 
ticular day was Henry De Vry, president of a federation of European 
“variety artists. Recognizing Thea’s peculiar skill, he structured an 
-act for her, and three weeks later she made her stage debut. Her per- 
formance consisted of writing simultaneously with both hands in 
“English, French, or German, and ended with a simultaneous 
~gmbidextrous drawing in colored chalk. 


In 1901, The Showman magazine described seven-year-old Elre 
Cecilia Salambo as “absolutely the most clever and best informed 
child the world has ever known.” Elre, called the “Infant Histori- 
an,” could answer an amazing number of factual questions. As an 
infant, Elre had been left with caretakers while her parents, the per- 
formers Salambo and Ollivette, were on a world tour. When she 
was six she was reunited with her parents, who were horrified to dis- 
cover that she had been given no 
schooling at all. Undaunted, they 
taught her the answers to more than 
10,000 questions, which she repeated 
on demand in public performances. 

Tales of an eight-year-old Polish 
chess prodigy named Sammy Reshevsky 
began to circulate in America around 
1920. When Sammy, who was very small 
for his age, arrived in Chicago to play 
some exhibition matches, he was met by 
the American master Edward Lasker. His 
reaction was: “I refused to believe that 
this baby could play chess, to say nothing 
of playing it masterfully.” In the car on 
the way to his hotel, the boy showed no 
interest in the sights of the great city but 
challenged Lasker to a game of blindfold 
chess (played mentally, without board or 
pieces). Lasker was impressed. An exhi- 
bition was arranged against 20 strong 
players. Reshevsky challenged them 
simultaneously. The crowd was incredu- 
lous at his size (his eyes barely visible 
over the tabletops) and the magnitude of 
his accomplishment; he drew one game 
and won the remaining 19. 

Though six-year-old Zerah Colburn 
could neither read nor write, he could 
perfectly recite the multiplication tables. 
Soon he was also able to calculate

seven-digit numbers. When he was 
asked to name the number that multi- 
plied by itself produced 603,529, it took 
him two seconds to reply that no num- 
ber gave that result. The questioner 
rechecked his figures, apologized, and 
gave the number 603,729 instead. The child instantly gave the cor- 
rect answer, 777. Colburn was described by a London newspaper as 
“an American youth, whose powers of mind exceed every instance 
recorded in history ...” He was one of the best-known celebrities in 
early 19th-century England, but by the time he was 10 he had been 
replaced in the public’s affections by George Parker Bidder, a 
younger and even more gifted calculator. 


Although some promising children ceased to perform when they 
matured, many others added impressively to their repertoires. 

Thea Alba, “The Woman with 10 Brains,” parlayed her skills 
into a long, prosperous career as a “multiple mental marvel.” Her 
most remarkable accomplishment was to write 10 different numbers 
at the same time with 10 pieces of chalk attached to her fingers. 

Arthur Lloyd, an undistinguished professional magician at 16, 
later taught himself a technique that was to make him a star. Lloyd 
expanded on the popular trick of producing from a deck in his pocket

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any playing card called for by a member of the audience. 
Now billed as “The Humorous Human Card Index,” he 
attempted to produce any item printed on paper: business 
cards, divorce papers, bankbooks, sweepstakes tickets, bus 
transfers. At the height of his career he was said to have 
15,000 items sorted among 40 pockets. When he retired from 
the stage to perform at private functions, he tailored his act 
for specific groups. For lawyers he would produce writs, deeds, 
contracts, and legal periodicals; for physicians he was armed 
with medical forms, prescriptions, even autopsy reports. 

Others graduated to even more impressive careers in 
the arts and sciences. Truman Henry Stafford, a calculating 
prodigy, became an eminent professor of astronomy at 
Williams College. George Parker Bidder was in later life a 
renowned civil engineer. Karl Friedrich Gauss, a mathemat- 
ical marvel as a child, developed into one of the greatest 
mathematicians in history. 

Ironically, some of these very special individuals, though 
capable of extraordinary achievement in one specific area, 
were severely limited in ordinary mental ability. Often called 
“idiot savants” (the term “savant syndrome” is preferred 
today), they were introduced to a mass audience by Dustin 

Hoffman’s character in the film Rain Man, but 
examples abound in history. Jedidiah Buxton, 
for example, was a famous 18th-century cal- 
culator who could tell you how many times 
a coach wheel six yards in circumference 
would revolve in traveling 204 miles 
from York to London (he correctly 
replied 59,840), but he couldn’t fol- 

low the plot of Shakespeare’s 

Richard III when taken to the 

theater. He did, however, cor- 
rectly announce the number of 
steps taken by the performers and 
the number of words spoken by the 
great actor David Garrick. 

Tom Bethune, a Georgia plantation 
slave, although blind and severely retarded, 
was able to reproduce long musical pieces— 
indeed, almost any sound—after hearing it just once. He 
had a much heralded career as a piano prodigy, and he gave 
recitations, accurately mimicking the speeches of leading 
politicians, although he had no idea what he was saying. 

The possessors of such unusual talents were often consid- 
ered otherworldly. The child Zerah Colburn, for example, 
had six digits on each of his hands and feet, an anomaly that 
augmented the mystique of his already preternatural perfor- 
mance. Chinese and Japanese cultures both tell of an eight- 
year-old boy who questioned Confucius with such skill that 
he was considered supernatural. The calculating prodigy 
Johann Zacharias Dase, who could instantly determine the 
number of letters in the lines of a book or the number of peas 
thrown on a table, was described in an 1850 London playbill 
like this: “After other surprising proofs of his incomprehensi- 
ble and supernatural memory and talent in the management 
of numbers, MR. DASE will, at a glance, tell how many 
points there are in a certain number of dominoes placed in a 
row on the table. MR. DASE is the only person in the World 
who has hitherto been gifted with such supernatural powers.” 

Even more extraordinary is the story of Christian Hei- 


necker, born in Lubeck in 1721. At 10 months of age he 
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could repeat every word spoken to him; at one year he could 
recite the principal stories of the Old Testament; at three he 
could speak French and Latin and “reply to most questions 
on universal history and geography”; at four he not only read 
religion and church history but rationally interpolated and 
expounded his own theories. After a visit to the King of 
Denmark he was pronounced a “wonder.” On his return 
home, alas, he became ill and died at the ripe old age of four. 


The entertainment profession is not without its stories of 
fraud and trickery. Charges of chicanery have often been 
leveled at prodigy entertainers, who have been accused of 
using stooges, of rehearsing questions ahead of time, and of 
making memory stunts seem more impressive by passing 
them off as instant calculations. 

While preparing a CBS special two years ago on 
unusual performers, I spoke with the Indian calculator, 
Shakuntala Devi, about what she would perform. I was par- 
ticularly interested in her ability to multiply large numbers: 
She was said to have multiplied two random 13-digit num- 
bers in 28 seconds, an amazing feat that friends of mine who 
are respected mathematicians said was probably not possi- 


ble. Though Devi assured me that it was, she did not want 
to do it on my show because it was too taxing. She agreed, 
however, to multiply two 10- or 11-digit numbers randomly 
generated by a computer. 

Devi arrived at the studio, but refused to do any large- 
digit multiplication, insisting on doing standard calendar 
stunts and cube root and fourth root extractions using only 
numbers whose answers could be expressed in whole inte- 
gers. “I really want you to do a large digit multiplication,” | 
said, growing frustrated. “How many digits will you tackle?” 
Devi would not even consent to multiply two four-digit 
numbers. “I will do something more difficult,” she said. “I 
will multiply the cube roots of two six-digit numbers, like 
175,616 by 614,125.” I instantly replied that I didn’t need 
her to multiply 56 times 85, I could do it myself. “How did 
you do that, how did you do that, how did you do that?” she 
excitedly repeated. I explained that it was precisely because 
of my interest in calculation that I wanted her on my show. 

My tactic seemed to make her even more uncomfortable. 
During rehearsal she tried to obtain the problems in advance 
and was repeatedly caught trying to peek at the computer 
screen generating the numbers. During the actual taping

up. When it is rotated clockwise on a 
turntable, the arms seem to shrink 
inward, giving the effect of falling into an 
endless tunnel. After watching the spiral 
rotate for half a minute, look up ata 
friend's face or some other object in the 
room. It will appear to expand dramati- 
cally. This is called a “spiral aftereffect.” 

The first person to notice such an 
effect was Czech physiologist Johannes 
Purkinje. After watching a long military 
parade for about an hour one morning in 
1825, he noticed that when it finally 
stopped, some of the horses appeared to 
be moving backward even though they 
were standing still. 

This disc also produces a “rinsing 
pattern.” Hold it in your hand and move 
it about in a small circular motion, as if 
you were panning for gold. As you 
“rinse,” you should see some flickering 
shadowy lines, like propeller blades, spin- 
ning around the spiral’s center. 
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2. Head Shrinker This disc, a standard 
logarithmic radial spiral, produces many 
of the same illusory effects as #1, but in 
reverse. As it rotates clockwise, its arms 
appear to expand continually outward, 
shimmering as they do. After watching 
the spiral rotate for a minute or so, look 
up at some distinct pattern or object. It 
should seem to shrink dramatically. 

This disc also produces a rinsing pat- 
tern. If you move it about in a rinsing

4. Color Wheel The first person to 
report the phenomenon known as sub- 
jective colors was Gustav Fechner, a Ger- 
man physicist and psychologist, in 1838. 
A popular 1890s toy based on this effect 
was called the Benham top, after the 
Englishman who invented it. 

When the disc is rotated, the black 
lines within the white spaces will appear 
in color. At 45 rpm you will see pastel 
yellows. At faster speeds you should see 
dark blues toward the center, greens and 
yellows in the middle, and reds or bur- 
gundies in the outer rings. (If you focus 
on the center, you'll also see a shimmer- 
ing effect near the rim.) 

Some people find it easier to see the 
colors if they let their eyes go slightly out 
of focus as they gaze at the disc. If you 
don't see the colors right away, you 
might try that technique. 


5. Whirling Circles This disc is adapted 
from an op art design by the French artist 
Jean Larcher. If you focus on the center 
of the rotating disc, the outer circles will 
appear to spin at different speeds, the 
smaller ones more rapidly than the larger 
ones. The circles in the third ring from 
the edge seem to move in the opposite 
direction from the others.

Anton was the last one on and the second one off, 
so nobody got on after he got on, and only one 
person got off before he got off. He went up at least 
two flights. Edsel got off before Gerda got on, so 
Edsel must be the person who got off before Anton 
got off. That means that Filbert got on sometime 
before Anton got on, and got off sometime after 
Anton got off, which means he had to go up at least 
four floors. Edsel was transported exactly twice as 
many floors as Filbert was, so he went up at least 
eight flights. Assuming Filbert went up only four 
flights, we have as a minimum: Edsel on at 1, Edsel 
off at 9, Gerda on at 10, Filbert on at 11, Anton on 
at 12, nobody on or off at 13, Anton off at 14, Filbert 
off at 15, and nobody on or off at 17. This leaves 
exactly four floors (16, 18, 19, and 20) for Bessie, 
Clara, Dagwood, and Gerda to get off. Hence, the 
minimum is the only workable model, and Filbert 
could not have gone as many as five flights up. Of 
the eleven known floor stops, five are odd (1, 9, 11, 
15, and 19) and six are even (10, 12, 14, 16, 18, and 
20). Since more stops were at odd-numbered than 
even-numbered floors, there were eight stops at 
odd floors, so the three other odd floors were, by 
elimination, 3, 5, and 7. These were the on floors for 
Dagwood, Bessie, and Clara, respectively. Since 
Bessie went up more floors than Dagwood, he got 
off at 16 (going up 13 floors), and Bessie got off at 
190r 20 (going up 14 0r 15 floors), since if Dagwood 
got off at 18 or higher Bessie would have to get off 
above floor 20. Since no two went up the same 
number of floors, Gerda, who got on at 10, did not 
get off at 18. Gerda’s off floor, which was not 20, 
was by elimination 19, making Bessie’s off floor 20, 
and leaving floor 18 for Clara.

The Hersching of America 


Brian Hersch is a game inventor—the 
game inventor: leader of the pack, king 
of the hill. Want to know how he got 
there? Listen: 

Deep in the recession of the early 
1980s, three Canadians launched a 
game that violated two commandments 
of the games business: 7. Thou shalt not 
sell a game for more than $15. 2. Thou 
shalt not make players feel stupid. 

The game was Trivial Pursuit. It cost 
$30, and unless you had a solid liberal 
arts education you probably would be 
happier playing something else. Yet Triv- 
ial Pursuit was a monster hit, its success 
eerily reminiscent of that of Monopoly, 
which had been launched during even 
worse economic times almost exactly 50 
years earlier. 

Brian Hersch drew two lessons from 
all this: First, hard economic times have, 
if anything, a salutary effect on game 
sales. Second, the people who are buy- 
ing and playing games today are much 
better off financially and much better 
educated than their forebears. 

“The baby boom generation,” he 
says, “is the largest and best educated 
generation in history. We played games

His most 
successful game so far has been Out- 
burst, which, counting Outburst II, Out- 
burst Junior, and a travel edition, has 
sold 10 million copies. Ten. Million. 

“lam the baby boomer,” says the 42- 
year-old Los Angeles native. “I make 
games for me and my generation. Each of 
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sible within 60 seconds by giving them 
verbal clues. The game gets its intriguing 
competitive spice from the idea of pairing 
the players in a series of one-on-one 
encounters so that every player is both 
clue-giver and clue-receiver with every 
other player.

As any burlesque queen 
will tell you, it’s what you can’t see that 
keeps you interested. —B.H.

roleplaying—if the idea of search- 

ing for fabulous treasures through dank 
dungeons where predatory monsters 
lurk around every corner makes your skin 
tingle just a little—you'll find Dragon 
Quest an exciting experience. 

Each player selects a hero, such as a 
wizard, a fighter, or an elf, to send off 
on one of three adventures.

A game turn begins with 
movement on the board while the 
DM rolls a die to check for the 
presence of wandering monsters. If 

one is found, players engage in 
combat by comparing the target's 
Attack Number against the hero’s 
Fighting Ability and then rolling a 20- 
sided die to resolve the battle. 

Special equipment and magic 
spells are available, and deadly traps 
abound. Each player's character has cer- 

tain abilities (Strength, Intelligence, etc.), 
which can help cast a spell, climb a wall, 
or surprise a monster. All this information 
is presented on 180 colorful cards. 

The Adventure book includes three 
intriguing quests, with descriptions of 
the monsters and treasures and various 
dangers. When the adventures have 
been completed, the DM can follow the 
book's suggestion for designing others. 

Dragon Quest comes with six plastic 
and six lead heroes, seven dice, and a 
legion of cardboard monsters. It’s the 
perfect introduction to an exciting world 
that too many people know too little
